Apropos to tiiu warlike teu- 
deucy of the tinier the New York 
Daily Sun of April 28th, pub 
lished an article in its editorial 
columns under the caption of 
"Isaiah's Prophecy Still Unful- 
filled," in which the writer alter 
calling the attention of its read- 
ers to the warlike tendency ul 
the times, upbraid* the indiffer- 
ence of Christianity in funeral 
to what it the recognized teach- 
ing ot the sermon ou the mount. 
We do not know to which 
Church the editor beonge — or 
whetherhe belongs to anyChurch 
but he evidently takes a correct 
view of the teaching oi our Sav- 
ior ou the subject of war, and 
correctly iuti mates that proteased 
Christians teach and practice 
contrary to the Gospel when 
they encourage war uud blood 
shed. We quote the closing 
part ot the Sun's article : 

"A few years ago people were 
flattering themselves that so stu- 
pid a method of settling differ- 
ences between uatious was about 
to give place to peucelul arbitra- 
tion, aini that the time was near 
at hand wheu two nations would 
no more think ot resorting to 
arms against each other than 
two great merchants would pro 
poBo to engage in a slugging 
match to settle a dispute about 
accounts. Y'et since that time 
the Europeau armaments have 
beeu extended tu an utiprece- 
deuted degree, and wars have 
been in continual progress. 
Krupp's gun foundry has become 
one of the greatest industrial es- 
tablishments of Germany, and 
the most active and inventive 
scientific mindi the civilized 
world over are devoting them- 
selves to the perfection of the 
engines of warfare, so that they 
shall be more destructive. To- 
day the busiest iudustries in this 
country are the manufactories ot 
munitions of war, and they are 
tnruing out cartridges by the 
hundred miliums to be used in 
killing human beings. 

Russia is ready to fall on Eng- 
lish commerce in case of war, 
hoping to drive thousands ot 
peaceful ships from the seas. She 
is planting tprpedoes in her har- 
bors to blow up the great vessels 
of ber enemy and destroy the 
lives of their crews, and in the 
dockyards and gun shops of the 
empire the hours of tabor upon 
the engines of war have been 
lengthened by the use of the 
electric light which Christian 
civilisation has introduced. 
Night and day the workers are 
ceaselessly at their toil complet- 
ing all sorts of internal machines. 
Like preparations tor wholsale 
slaughter an going on in Bug- 
land, where the Government hat 
thousands of men »t work to get 


ready ships and munitions ot 
war, and is giving orders lor the 
building of great numbers oloth 
er vessels, more guns, more tor- 
pedoes, and more shot and shell. 
Hospitals (or wounded men are 
going up on the borders ot Af- 
ghanistan, ambulances are mam 
factured by the thousand, lint is 
scraped, and surgeons are sharp- 
ening their knives. 

All these horrible preparations 
lor coming slaughter are going 
on iu the sight of the civilized 
and Christian world, and they 
are made by nations which daily 
scud up their prayers to the 
Lord ot peace aud righteousness. 
They are made not only in con- 
travention of the teachings of 
Christ but even in contemptuous 
disregard for them ; aud yet 
Christendom is not shocked, is 
not surprised any more than we 
are surprised to see two bulldogs 
snap at each other in the street. 
Christendom rather stands by 
wondering thai the tight has not 
already begun, and ready to visit 
with its derision either power 
which re) rains trom war because 
it would avoid bloodshed. We 
bear, at least, of no general as 
sembling ot the Christians of Eu- 
rope and America to protest 
against the religion of Christ. A 
few advocates of peace, on prin- 
ciple, have begged the English 
Government to desist, but they 
are laughed at as cranky vision- 
aries, eveu by the clergy, who 
declare that it is craven for au 
au Englishman to obey the pre- 
cepts ot Christianity and not re- 
taliate tor a blow. 

All this may seem very com 
moii place, bnt why is it common 
place '■ Is it not because such a 
tiling as genuine Christianity has 
almost no existence iu the world? 
People do not expect to sea the 
teachings of the Sermon on the 
Mini ut obeyed, but treat them as 
i m p recti ci bl e , as be a u ti I u 1 poe try 
merely. Iu their individual 
dealings they don't pretend to be 
be governed by them, and col- 
lectively they disregard them of 
course."

Workman, Samuel Garber, Silas 
Hoover, I.J. Rosen be rger, and a 
host of others who have been 
deuouueing thu "progressive doc- 
trine" as utterly untenable be- 
cause, aa they say, "By the Gospel 
alone you cannot hinder « man 
trom going to a horse race, a 
gambling bell, or circus show or 
a theatre or anything ot that 
kind ; the Goepel does not men- 
tion theee by name and it is nec- 
essary for the church (Annual 
Meeting,) to decide against 
(make laws), and prohibit mem- 
bers from attending such places." 
"The Gospel alone is not strong 
ecough,"these opponents of "pro- 
gression" tell us, "there tore we 
mast have legislation by the 
church ii pon Buch questions upon 
which the Gospel is silent." This 
very point of difference in opin- 
ion is wbat has caused the differ- 
ence between the German 
Baptists and the Brethren ; and 
tor the Messenger to yield this 
poiut is to break down tbe Chi- 
nese wall built at the enormous 
expense of Annual Meeting to 
keep out an imaginary foe. Let 
the Messenger trom henceforth 
teach its readers tbat Tub Evan- 
gelist is not an enemy of Christ 
or the Gospel, but tbat it teaches 
the truth as it has beeu declared 
unto us through the Gospel, and 
preserved by a faith tul, honest 
Belf-BftcnociDg few, in all ages of 
the world, against those who 
would corrupt it by their inno- 
vations of worldly wisdom and 
commandments ot men.

eral years ago. From this they 
have lately experienced a joyful 
relief. Brother Samuel Forney, 
held a note against the church 
for several hundred dollars, bal- 
ance due on the lot ou which the 
church stands.' This note he has 
donated to tbe church uncondi- 
tionally. His liberality inspired 
tbe other members and a list was 
Bt once i in minted and the entire 
indebtedness will soon, we hope, 
be paid oft. We shall sing for 
joy wben we hear that it has been 
so done. Much credit is due to 
brother Forney. He has always 
been liberal to the church, tie 
gave a douation ot forty acres of 
Nebraska laud to Ashland Col 
lege, several years ago, which 
has lately beeu sold for five hun- 
dred dollars, aud last fall again 
subscribed thirty dollars to the 
present effort to raise the debt. 
His donations to the Berlin 
church amounted to over five 
hundred dollars, lie bas been 
exceedingly liberal, and be does 
it ail from conscientious convic- 
tions, as he cares Iobs for the ap- 
plause of men than the average 
professor of Christianity.

He 
was tbe son of Elder Jacob Mey- 
ers, for a n amber of years bishop 
ot the Berlin church, and who 
died July 17, 1852, at tbe age of 
fifty-two yean. Ilia grandfather's 
name was Michael, and who Was 
also a bishop of the same aha rob 


lie was elected to tbe Legisla- 
ture from his couuty, and served 
his time creditably. About the 
same time he was elected to the 
ministry by tbe church, and aa 
some were opposed to bis serv- 
ing iu the Legislature, quite a 
disturbance arose in the church, 
and by the manipulation of ad- 
joining elders, hie installation to 
the office of the miuistry was de- 
feated. And, while we do not 
think be would ever have been 
much of a success as a minister, 
I know, too, that the unreason- 
able opposition of his enemies in 
the church did him no good spir- 
itually. He was a good singer 
and an excellent organizer, and 
therefore did effective work in 
a church capacity. He and his 
wife held certificates of member- 
ship trom the church at Berlin 
but did not present them at Phila- 
delphia on account of the doubt- 
He 
leaves a widow aud three chil- 
dren. Harvey lives at Wilsey, 
Morris county, Kansas, the 
daughter, Ida, is clerking at 
John Wanamaker's store, and 
Robert, the youngest, a lad of 
about twelve, is with his mother. 
Bro. Seth W eg ley, another of 
tbe substantial members of the 
Berlin cburch, has been severely 
afflicted tor some time by a sore 
foot, which at one time threat- 
ened to take hie life ; but under 
tbe skillful treatment of hie phy- 
sician, Dr. J. E, Miller, he is 
rapidly recovering. Sister Eliza 
Cober, widow of brother Peter 
Cober, and daughter of Elder 
Jacob Meyers, above alluded to 
has also been afflicted lately with 
erysipelas. Brother Jonathan 
Kimmel, of the Stonycreek 
church called upon us at Berlin. 
From him we learned that Bro. 
Joseph L. Kimmel is much de- 
pressed in spirits on account of 
tbe late death ot hiswite leaving 
him with tour small motherless 
children. His brother Milton is 
also not enjoying good health. 
The Kimmel family has been 
rather severely afflicted (or sev- 
eral years. Hope they realise 
the hopes of the poet wbo sang : 

"-Our trouble! mad our uimla hurt 
Will only sunlit i» richer diarc,

We had intended to visit them, 
but our time was too short. We 
also failed to visit Meyersdale, 
but met brother J. M. dinger 
from there, who reports all quiet 
at tbat stronghold. Brother Na- 
thaniel Merrill, ot Salisbury, 
visited Berlin during our stay, 
and we had an interesting and 
pleasant interview. He has been 
quite sick during the winter, and 
ie not now well enough toeudure 
preaching. We do wish some- 
thing could be done for him ; he 
has so many sufferings.
